HUNDREDS  of  thousands  of  alien  “refugees”  have 
poured  into  this  country  during  the  last  several 
years  through  s  tricky  device  that  has  now  been  re¬ 
vealed  by  a  California  legal  test  ss  a  piece  of  phariaaical 
deception. 

The  background  setting  of  this  great  refugee  hoax 
is  interwoven  with  the  story  of  mass  immigration  into 
this  country  which  began  before  the  turn  of  the  century, 
after  our  basically  Christian  founders  and  their  blood¬ 
stock  had  blueprinted  and  buih  America  into  a  land 
of  great  proaperity.  The  consequent  allurement  for  in¬ 
dustrial  labor  brought  hundreds  of  thousands  of  aliens 
— largely  from  Eastern  Europe.  This  was  possible  be¬ 
cause  there  were  then  few  entry  restrictions. 

It  was  out  of  this  immigration  experience  that  our 
nation  toon  realised  the  importance  of  protecting  its 
cilisens  and  institutions  by  establishing  reasonable  curbs 
on  the  kinds  and  numbers  of  people  coming  to  these 
shores.  This  awakening  came  after  we  found  that  thU 
mass  inflow  had  brought  many  problems,  including 
militant  socialism  under  the  driving  influence  of  such 
immigrants  ss  Morris  Hillquit,  Sidney  Hillman  and 
other  alien  radicals.  These  early  immigrants,  few  of 
whom  knew  our  language  or  traditions,  were  organised 
by  smart  leaders  into  nationality  federations  (Russian 
Federation,  Jewish  Federation,  Polish  Federation,  etc.) 
where  they  were  easily  manipulated  for  maaa  political 
action.  It  waa  out  of  these  federations  that  the  Socialist 
movement,  and  later  the  American  Communist  Party, 
developed. 
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When  the  varied  efforts  of  this  early  maas  invasion 
became  alarmingly  clear,  bringing  entirety  new  problems 
to  the  American  scene,  our  Congress,  pushed  by  an 
awak.xted  public,  began  seekifffe  legal  ways  to  establish 
protection.  The  danger  was  heightened  by  World  War  I 
which  started  a  further  exodus  from  Europe.  Our  first 
attempt  at  protection  was  the  Immigration  Act  of  1917. 
This  was  followed  by  an  Act  in  1921  that  established 
the  beginning  of  a  “quota  system”  and  this  was  strength¬ 
ened  by  the  Immigration  Art  of  1924  which  also  in¬ 
cluded  a  “national  origin”  regulation.  These  were  early 
and  rather  futile  attempts  to  curb  maaa  entry.  During 
1921  and  1922,  800,000  aliens  came  in.  Henry  H.  Cur¬ 
ran,  then  Immigration  Commimioner  of  New  York,  aaid : 
“We  cannot  properly  say  who  should  come  in  sod  who 
should  not  when  they  come  in  such  droves  that  we  are 
compelled  to  inspect  them  at  the  rate  of  an  immigrant 
a  minute.”  Pro-immigrstionisU  seemed  to  want  con¬ 
tinued  immigration  on  a  seals  that  would  make  careful 
screening  impossible. 

In  1933  came  the  New  Deal  with  a  general  breakdown 
of  the  immigration  restraints  previously  established. 
Secretary  of  Labor  Frances  Perkins  srrogated  to  her¬ 
self  in  1933  the  authority  to  revoke  sa  established  entry 
fingerprinting  rule.  During  the  following  New  Deal 
years,  with  the  swelling  bureaucracy  of  alien-minded 
people  coming  to  power  in  Washington,  immigration 
policies  went  on  a  rampage.  This  was  accentuated  by 
World  War  11  when  upheaval  and  anti-Jewish  policies 
became  dominant  in  some  countrim  of  Europe. 
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flipping  aliens  into  this  country  became  a  widely 
practiced  business.  Rules  and  rcwulationa  un  immigra¬ 
tion  were  quirt ly  Ignored.  Typical  of  newspaper  reports 
rtposing  conditions  was  a  story  in  the  f'Airugo  Tribune, 
Dwvmbrr  21,  1049.  headed  "DPi  Illegally  Flooding 
U.  S.,  Congress  Told.”  This  story,  among  other  things, 
e (plained  that  Congressman  l A  Gossett  (Texas),  who 
l  o  tion  of  Maw  York’*  Immi 
g  ration  service,  charged  that  there  were  more  than 
aliens  in  the  Mew  York  district  alone  who  were 
illegally  in  the  United  Stales. 


THK  immigration  situation  lm  sine  so  intolerable  dur¬ 
ing  the  late  'forliea  that  an  intensive  study  looking 
Inward  corrective  measures  was  undertaken  by  a  con¬ 
gressional  flWp  beaded  by  the  late  Senator  Patrick 
,Mf<arvan  of  Nevada.  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Judiciary 
Committee.  This  investigation  covered  approximately 
Its#  years  and  culminated  in  the  1952  passage  of  our 
present  basic  Immigration  ami  Nationality  Act.  better 
known  aa  the  W alter -MeCar ran  Act. 


While  this  study  was  l*lnp  made  and  before  a  basic 
immigration  art  could  be  formulated  and  paaeed,  the 
pro  immigration  leader*,  rraliiidg  that  they  must  act 
vigorously  If  they  were  to  get  a  Urge  number  of  aliens 
In  ahead  of  it*  passage,  developed  a  new  -emergency” 
strstegy.  The  war  situation  in  F.uropa  with  attendant 
puklkitr  concerning  displaced  person*  created  a  natural 
and  rdral  hna«»  for  an  emotional  dppnal  to  bring  the«e 
"displaced  person*"  In  America. 

Tu  promote  ihu  appeal,  besides  the  powerful  Lehman 
CeWef  phalanx,  there  was  organised  the  'Tltiwni  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Displaced  Persons"  in  New  York  City,  heavily 
hnancsd  by  the  pr«>- immigration  bloc,  with  Earl  G. 
Harrison,  a  former  Cddimisaioner  of  Immigration,  as 
symbol  chairman.  His  record  made  him  s  logiral  choice 
for  the  job  A  Naturdav  F»en»ng  f'wi  article,  February 
R.  1947,  reported  that  Harrison  in  t9li|  when  he  was 
Commissioner  of  Immigration,  ordered  discontinuance 
of  the  rUaathcalion  “Hebrew"  and  thereafter  all  im¬ 
migrant  Jews  were  to  ho  "listed  racially  under  the 
countries  of  their  birth."  The  article  further  said— 
"Whatever  (is  intent .  the  efUrt  nf  the  Harrison  ruling 
has  been  to  corneal  for  the  past  four  year*  just  what 
proportion  nf  America's  new  Immigration  has  bem 
Jewish  ”  TV  "four  years"  have  now  lengthened  to  fifteen 
so.l  M "  f. |rwi«li  mn.ir I  tlion  hss  hern  kept 
time  1945.  Home  the  Jewish  population  of  America 
is  rom^detrfv  unrecorded  and  unknown  earepl  for  such 
(onvrmenl  figures  as  organisations  like  the  American 
Jewish  Committee  choose  to  announce.  It  was  mainly 
Jewish  opposition  that  remit  I  v  caused  the  designation 
of  "religion"  to  bo  dropped  in  the  coming  1960  census. 

Tli  *•  "Citlsena  Committee  on  Displaced  Persons"  re¬ 
ported  I  v  spent  over  a  million  dollars  lobbying  for  ad- 
miaoion  ol  slims  into  America.  Pressure  finally  nrc- 
cootWd  in  get  ling  the  INapDced  Persona  Act  through  in 
Juno.  1948,  admit  ling  200,000  "displaced  persons."  This, 
however  did  not  satisfy  the  insatiable  pr*  immigration 
ha*  fh#  Aew  Fork  Tuner,  July  25,  1918,  carried  a  story 
headed;  "DP  Art  IWnuunnnl  by  Jewish  Grosps^ 
Nine  Jewish  gtoups  issued  vrhemrni  protest  to  some  of 


the  restrictions  in  the  law,  such  as  preferential  treatment 
for  agricultural  workers  and  the  requirement  that  enter¬ 
ing  slime  should  have  assured  homes  and  jobs.  The 
Jewish  croups  called  on  Congress  to  rewrite  the  Irgiela 
lion  and  allow  greater  entry.  This  protest  claimed  that 
the  law  was  discriminatory  toward  Jews  and  Catholic*. 
A  leading  Catholic  iumi  I  The  Table!,  March  S,  1949) 
denied  any  such  Catholic  complaint 

This  rallying  cryVfor  the  next  Congress  to  rewrite 
the  Immigration  Act  Was  carried  forward  with  intensity 
by  the  pro-inuulg ration  “liberal”  coalition  ol  which 
the  racial  gToups  weiy  the  moat  articulate.  Tim  Com¬ 
munist  press  was  also  bailing  its  pro-immigration  drums. 
The  result  was  that  Congress  did  amend  the  Art  to  per¬ 
il. it  HMQP  instead  of  the  original  200.000 

aliens  specified.  This  was  done  in  the  face  of  urgent 
admonition  to  Congrcaa  not  to  yield  to  pressure  while 
study  was  vet  in  progress.  Senator  McCartau  sent  a 
warning  cable  from  Europe  where  he  and  other  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  were  examining  the  displaced  persons 
camps  from  which  the  aliens  ware  to  coma. 

The  passing  year*  have  disci oned  bow  tragically 
prophetic  those  warnings  were — but  the  opposition  could 
not  prevail  against  the  highly  organised  and  well  fi¬ 
nanced  blocs  that  were  demanding  more  and  more  of 
their  kind,  undoubtedly  for  the  greater  political  impact- 
power  It  would  give  them. 

Based  upon  the  result*  of  the  five  year  study,  Cun- 
greaa.  In  June  of  1952,  passed  the  Walter -MeCar  ran  Art 
which  now  stands  ss  our  basic  immigrslion  Isw.  The 
purpose  of  this  legislation  waa  to  ealabliah  reasonable 

C*taa  and  regulations  to  protect  native  Americana  from 
hordes  that  would  otherwise  come  here. 

But  again  thia  did  not  satisfy  tbs  proimmig  ration  bis. 
ft  is  clear  now  that  they  want  an  open  gate  with  no 
barrier*  Immediately  this  protective  law  waa  passed  a 
strange  assortment  of  activists  began  a  clamorous  and 
impassioned  drive  to  discredit  and  destroy  it.  Prcaldrat 
Truman,  with  obvious  obedience  to  these  minority 
groups,  promptly  vetoed  the  bilk  Bis!  an  aroused  Con¬ 
gress  promptly  overrode  his  veto. 

Then  President  Truman,  responding  again  to  the 
minorities,  appointed  a  "Commission"  to  "study"  thr 
law— a  gesture  dearly  designed  to  give  official  status 
to  further  agitation  against  U.  Thia  "Commission" 
headed  by  Philip  B  Perlman  and  Harry  N.  Roaewfield 
turned  out  a  report  blasting  the  law  and  demanding 
admission  of  from  100.000  to  200,000  more  aliens  than 
(he  law  called  for.  About  this  same  time  Congressman 
Jacob  Jav its  (now  Senator  Javils),  who  waa  rioted  to 
Congress  as  a  liberal  Republican  with  the  co-backing 
of  the  leftist  Liberal  Party  of  New  York,  introduced  a 
bill  calling  for  admittance  of  500,000  more  aliens  than 
permitted  under  the  Walter -McCarra  Act. 

Typical  of  the  s tracks  on  the  law,  aa  it  wa  passed, 
was  that  of  Chicago's  leading  Jewish  paper  I  Vslindl 
which  railed  8  “infamous"  and  further  said,  "Wa  must 
establish  without  delay  a  'National  Committee  fur  Repeal 
of  i|»s  W  aheT- MeCar  ran  Art-’  “  Ihk  call  waa  answered 
promptly  by  tbs  birth  of  an  organisation  In  New  York 
called  "National  Committee  to  Repeal  the  McGarran 
Acts  "  By  combining  lief*,  fight  again*  both  tbs  Mc- 


Carran  Immigration  Act  and  the  Internal  Security  Art 
tha  drive  coincided  perfectly  with  the  Communist  "party 
line.” 

NOW  we  come  to  the  heart  of  thia  report.  The  fore¬ 
going  has  been  a  tvreensary  prologue  to  the  rulmi 
nating  fraud  practiced  on  the  American  people  to  cir¬ 
cumvent  the  1952  W alter- McCanan  Act 
When  tha  pro-immigrationieta  found  that  strong  pub 
lie  sentiment  was  behind  the  Wakcr-McCarran  Act  with 
Us  quota  safeguards  they  devised  a  scheme  of  evasion 
In  the  form  of  a  special  "Refugee  Relief  Art”  calling 
fur  admission  of  240,000  refugee-  aliens  over  and  above 
the  established  quota*. 

This  waa  introduced  in  Conerrsa  in  May  1955.  soon 
after  Lisenhowfr  took  office.  When  Congress  received 
the  Bill  coldly,  strong  White  House  pressure  waa  quidriy 
ihruwn  behind  k.  One  explanation  of  this  was  a  charge 
that,  during  the  Elsenhower  elation  campaign,  someone 
in  authority  had  assured  the  New  York  minority  bloc 
lender*,  who  exercise  powerful  influence  over  that  Stale's 
strategic  45  electoral  votes,  that  if  Mr.  Eisenhower  were 
elected  “something  would  he  done"  about  immigration 
And  something  waa  done!  Congressional  coldnen*  be¬ 
gan  to  melt  when  the  right  man  from  the  White  House 
was  given  the  job  of  getting  this  special  "refugee"  Bill 
passed.  Use  "right  man”  was  Max  Rabb,  who  bad  suc¬ 
ceeded  David  K  Niles  aa  White  House  "minority"  func¬ 
tionary. 

The  story  of  how  Rabb  waa  given  the  job  of  push¬ 
ing  this  Bill  was  told  by  the  Boston  fW,  August  9,  1955. 
The  foil  said  that  no  one  thought  The  Bill  "had  a  gbnsl 
of  a  chance"  and  than  continued  with  thia  explanation: 
"It  was  pushed  through  Congress  by  on*  man— a  Bos 
Ionian,  Max  Rabb-  who  waa  handed  the  job  by  the 
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dent's  assistant  Rabb  Is  Adams'  assistant  "  This  Ad 
miiiistratkon-preasurrd  Rill,  as  passed  permitted  entrance 
of  214,000  extra  "refugee*" 

Included  in  thia  Act.  as  in  certain  other*,  waa  some 
deceptive  wording  clearly  intended  to  allay  opposition 
fears  and  get  the  BUI  passed.  W*  quote: 


“Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  no  visa 
•hall  be  issued  to  any  alien  unde*  this  Act  unlaws 
sn  assurance,  in  accordance  with  regulations  pro¬ 
mulgated  pursuant  to  the  Act,  shall  first  have  been 
given  by  a  ritis*n  or  ritiaens  of  the  United  States 
that  such  alien,  if  admitted  into  the  United  Stales, 
will  be  suitably  employed  without  displacing  some 
other  person  from  employment  and  that  surh  alien 
and  the  members  of  such  alien's  family  who  shall 
arrosnpany  such  alien  and  who  propose  to  live  with 
such  alien  will  not  become  public  charges  and  will 
have  housing  without  displacing  tome  other  person 
from  soeh  housing  .  .  The  assurance  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Administrator  ami  it  shall  be  the  dutv 
of  the  Administrator  to  verify  the  authenticity  and 
bona  fide*  of  such  assurances  and  suck  aunsramee 
shall  be  subject  to  final  acceptance  and  approval 
by  consular  and  immigration  officer*  Blanket  as¬ 
surance*  or  assurances  not  submitted  by  a  respon¬ 
sible  citisen  or  citiaen*  shall  not  be  considered  as 


satisfying  the  requirements  of  thia  section.  .  .  Each 
assurance  shall  be  a  personal  obligation  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  cltiievi  or  citiaena  giving  or  submitting  such 
assurance." 

A  California  (sat  rase  has  now  revealed  the  seductive 
falsity  of  these  assuring  word*  Typical  of  certain  otbrt 
Stale*  California  ha*  many  aliens  in  its  menial  institu¬ 
tion*,  Of  the  estimated  3,500  aliens  in  thia  Slate's  mental 
hospitals,  at  an  annual  cost  of  around  16,000.000.  (bare 
are  some  500  who  can  be  elaaeified  as  "refugee*" 

The  OuktanU  (Cal.)  Tribune,  July  25,  1957.  carried 
a  corroborating  story  from  which  »»  quqpr 

“Male  Ally  Can.  Edmund  C.  Brown  [amor  elected 
Governor)  has  aaked  Governor  Goodwin  Knight 
for  his  opinion  on  poeaibl*  court  action  to  collect 
money  •pent  for  the  car*  of  aliens  in  Stale  mental 
hoapilala.  Bruwo  said  yesterday  the  hospitals  were 
caring  for  some  500  aliens  who  had  been  admitted 
to  the  United  Stains  under  the  Displaced  Persons 
Art  of  194&  Ha  said  the  car*  of  tlieee  patterns  u 
costing  State  taxpayer*  about  $750,000  a  year." 

The  Attorney  General  went  on  to  aay  that  three  per¬ 
sons  had  bean  admitted  under  assurances  given  by  spon¬ 
sor*  that  the  aliens  would  not  become  State  charges. 
This  interview  with  the  then  Attorney  General  Brown 
carried  an  astonishing  statement  from  a  public  official. 
Again  we  quote: 

"Brow u  also  said  that  *a  humanitarian  aspect  Is 
involved*  since  it  appeared  that  should  California 
starred  in  collecting  thr  amount  due  for  the  patients' 
rare  *a  renooj  eurtudmant  a/  Ike  rs/uger  problem 
would  result,' ”  (emphasis  supplied) 

Attorney  General  Brown  did,  however,  at  the  request 
ol  California's  Mental  Hygiene  Department.  institute  a 
M  suit  to  collect  14,721  from  «oe  Ssnsd  Renrl.  a 
retired  New  York  dress  designer,  and  his  wife  -im¬ 
migrants  themselves  from  Eastern  Europe.  The  sail  was 
based  on  the  fart  that  Reari  had  signed  an  "assurance” 
to  secure  the  admittance  of  his  wife's  nephew  under 
the  Refugee  Art.  After  being  here  twa  years,  this  alien 
differed  s  mental  breakdown  He  was  first  treated  in 
New  York,  then  was  admitted  to  s  California  State 
hospital  ia  1951.  He  remained  a  State-charge  pat  xml 
until  1955,  but  ia  now  living  in  New  York.  reportedly 
cored 

The  suit  wa#  filed  In  the  City  Court  of  New  York, 
where  Justice  Henry  Silverman  rendered  *  decision  for 
the  Krnrli  and  against  thr  California  taxpayer*  Hr 
drcidnd  that  these  sponsorship  sesursmr*  carry  no  fi 
aanoial  obligation  and  are  only  " moral"  petals*!  This 
da  taioa.  in  tbs  face  of  the  wording  previously  quoted, 
•hows  that  Judge  Silverman  has  followed  the  logic  of 
Justice  Felix  Frankfurter  who,  in  a  Supreme  Court 
opinion  in  1944,  said:  “The  notion  that  becauss  the 
word*  of  a  statute  are  plain,  ks  wssnliw  also  ia  plain, 
ia  merely  pernteuwa  over-sisnplifiratbm  ” 

Calif-krai*'*  Attorney  General  was  quoted  Us  the  5ss 
f rwsivisai  twum 0*i»1-t  IV  1*157.  as  saying  the 
suit  had  bee*  filed  because  "so  mast  immigrants  are 
being  treated  t*>  cur  mental  institutions  that  they  are 
becoming  a  real  burden  to  the  State  "
